The gov-
ernment privileges that have been grant-
ed can be utilized only by a limited num-
ber of specially qualified investigators,
but the best graduates from each college
will now have a chance to enjoy scien-
tific facilities in Washington which exist
nowhere else.

This is not exactly the national uni-
versity which George Washington had in
mind when he urged that provision be
made for the promotion of science ana
literature, hut it is the nearest approacn
to it that is feasible under present con-
ditions. It will be maintained by private
funds and not by congressional appro-
priations. It will be at once a fitting
memorial to the man whose name it
bears and an important addition to the
higher educational facilities of the na-
tion. Chicago Tribune.

Tuberculosa is
spreading at such a rate that the Queen's
Hospital has refused t take patients
with this disease, and we are being
pressed for room to care for them. I i
the eighteen incurables now at the Vic-
toria Hospital ten of them are consump-
tives. The whole trouble It seems to me
is in expectoration. It dries and g is in
the air, and is liable to be communicated
to any one. At the hospital all expector-
ation Is burned. The plan of sending con-
sumptives to Honolulu is not a good one.
What they need Is a high, dry place;
here it Is low and humid."

A NATIONAL UNIVERSITY.
Within the last few days the final steps

have been taken In the organization of
a new university for post-graduat- e work
at the national capital, to be known as
the Washington Memorial Institution.

Both In his annual message to Congress
and in his last will and testament George
Washington expressed an urgent desire
to see the city of Washington made a
national educational center.
